Gen. Yassukovich is accomnarjied by 
a staff of four offcerr, and a secretary. 
He is to po to Washington. 


CHICAGO, July 30.—The strike of

time In tho history. of: 
the 
United 


States a concerted effort on governm^n- 
tal initiative is now being- made to 
provide adequate and scientific finan- 
cial protection for the olficers and en- 
listed men of the army and navy and 
for tholr dependents. 
Instead of proceeding along the old 


course of fighting a war first, and car- 
ing afterwards for injured soldiers and 
sailors and tho families of those kilUid. 
the government 
Is now at tho very 


outset of America's entry into the war 
laying plans for insuring and indemni- 
fying its fighting men. 


As a result of moro than a month's 
constant and Intensive study a plan 
will soon bo presented to congress for 
consideration which, if adopted, will 
give to the men who go to the front 
the comforting assurance that they will 
be cured for should they be wounded 
and that their dependents will receive 
adequate protection 
should 
they be 
killed or disabled. 
The plan Is intended to take the place 
of the pension system so far as con- 
cerns men and women engaged in the 
present war. It is based upon the 
fundamental idea that tho governmen 
should, as a matter of Justice, protec 
its soldiers and sailors, and their de 
pendent families, and should do thi 
with due regard for conditions as tho 
exist today. 
Workmen's compensation laws, pen 


sion laws in the United States 
an 
foreign countries, insurance practio' 
and other related questions have bee 
investigated during the preparation o 
the plans, and as n result informatio 
will be presented to congress which 
is hoped will lead to the enactment o 
legislation both Just and humane. 
The necessity for such legislation 


admitted more pressing In this wa 
than in any other to which tho Unite 
States was a party, because at th 
outset teh government has adopted th 
.selective draft system. 
Men are no 
being picked for service nt the front h 
the governmen I. 
It is generally ad 
mltted that under such conditions 
government has a solemn duty to per 
form to those selected.

Frederick L. Hoffman, James W. Sulli- 
van,

win, 
constituting the section on com- 
pensation for enlisted men and their 
dependents of the labor 
committee, 
have performed invaluable work In the 
preparation of plans. 
Assistance lias 
also been given by Edwin S. Sweet, 
assistant secretary of commerce, Capt. 
S. H. Wolfe, representing the war ;ln- 
partment, Major Henry Leonard, rep- 
resenting the navy department. -Miss 
Julia Lathrop, representing the depart- 
ment of labor, Dr. I_i. S. Rowe. aasistimt 
secretary of 
the 
treasury, 
Hendon 
Chubb, chairman of the advisory board 
of tho bureau of war risk insurance, 
\VIHtam C. DeLanoy, director of the 
bureau and R. M. Little, chairman of 
the federal civil employes' compensa- 
tion board. 
The experience and knowledge of tho 
insurance men of the country was early 
sought by Secretary ItcAdoo, and out. 
of more than one hundred representa- 
tives of different companies who at- 
tended a conference called hy the sec- 
retary on July 2 in Washington grew 
a committee of 12 Insurance men, who 
studied the problem and submitted a 
comprehensive report to the secretary. 
Inasmuch as a portion of America'"* 
army is already In Prance, a part of its 
fleet is in European waters, and many 
more soldiers and sailors and marines 
aro in training, Secretary ItcAdoo has 
striven to push the 
preparation of 
plans with all possible speed In the 
hope that congress may pass the nec- 
essary legislation during the present 
session. 
The plans under 
consideration 
are 


based upon the now generally accepted 
idea that payments on account of sol- 
diers and sailors killed or injured in 
service 
should 
depend In a measure 
upon the number of people dependent 
upon him. 
It Is plainly evident that 
this course should be followed. 


In general it is intended that pro- 


vision be made for the support of de- 
pendents of soldiers and sailors by giv- 
ing them an allotment out of the pay 
of the men and also an allowance from 
the government; that officers and men 
be indemnified against death or total or 
partial disability; that a system of re- 
habilitation and re-education 
of 
dis- 


abled men be inaugurated; and that the 
government Insure the lives of soldiers 
and sailors. 
The new system would be adminis- 


tered by the bureau of war risk insur- 
ance of the treasury department, which 
is already writing war risk insurance 
on masters, offlceis and trews of Amer- 
ican merchant vessels and on American 
hulls and cargoes. 
Dependents of soldiers and sailors in 


service would be provided for through 
allotments from their pay. supplement- 
ed by family allowances by the gov- 
ernment. 
The amount of the govern- 


ment allowance would depend upon tho 
size of the family, and, as 
to 
others 
than the wife and children, upon the 
actual dependency upon the men. The 
family allowance would be made only 
If the soldier or sailor makes an allot- 
ment for his depjnde.us out of his pay. 
Tho risk of death or disability would 


be compensated for somewhat on the 
analogy of 
workmen's 
compensation 
acts, with the compensation measured 
by the men's services, the size of tno 
families, and the loss to the family. 
Partial disabilities would be compen- 
sated for upon a percentage of the com- 
pensation for total disability. The cost 
of this compensation naturally must to 
paid wholly by th5 government. 
In addition to direct compensation u 
take the place of pensions, the plan In 
contemplation would go further 
and 


establish .an insurance system by the 
government 
under which our soldiers 


and sailors could obtain Insurance at 
premium rates based upon the rnortallty 
experlf.ncc tables of peace times. 
The 
excess cost due to Increased mortality 
and disability war rHk should clearly 
be homo by tho government, and tin 
cost of administering the insurance de-

In Lowell for 
example, should be under an increased 
liability to render military service be- 
cause of the presence of a large num- 
ber of aliens in his community, I am 
convinced that he shoudl not. l£qual 
liability and not si liability based on 
accidents of residence should be the 
test of quotas. 
The- number of soldiers 
called from a given community should 
bo based upon the 
persons 
therein 
available for military service and not, 
as under tho present law, upon «.he 
total population of the community. 
I have pending in congress a pro- 
posal to change the law to accom- 
plish 
this result which has the ap- 
proval of the chairman of the commit- 
tee on military affairs and which ' 
believe represents the barest justice. 
I enclose herewith a cops' of this 
measure which, or the equivalent of 
which. I think also will bo enacted. 
Assuring you of my gratification that 
you are so evidently in accord with 
the long campaign which I have bcea 
conducting to secure flic perfecting of 
a good law and with kind regards.

wo:k in canneries are sought for the 
corps, which is bf.liig formed under the 
Joint direction of the federal employ- 
ment service and the bureau of regis- 
tration and Information of the Xaiion- 
al League ot Woman's Service. 
Unless women volunteer 
in largo 
numbers for cannery work at once the 
crop Increases will be greatly 
offset 
by failure to make use of the produce, 
according to the following statement 
Issued from national headquarters ot 
tho league here: 
"The demands 
which 
the 
war Is 
making upon industries have left thrt 
canning business, always hampered by 
its highly seasonal nature and irretru- 
lar hours, with a serious labor short- 
age. 
There are not 
enough 
unem-, 
ployed women wage-earners 
to make 
up the deficit. 
But there are many 
vigorous young women without homo 
or family cares, who could do their bit 
by coining 'forward to meot the call 
for food conservators. 
"The output of the canning factories 
of the country will go in a very large 
part to the government, to help feed 
our soldiers and sailors; or to our al- 
lies. The necessity for letting no part 
of the food products go to waste Is 
imperative, but much 
will be wasted 
none the less If there is not sufficient 
l.ihor to take care of It. 
"The work in the canneries Is just 
beginning. It will all be pajd

Gen. Maurice, "the 
greatest event of tho third year of the 
war is tha fact that tho American peo- 
ple Joined UB.-Up to tho present, Franco 
and Russia always havo been able to 
Bay to their people that the English 
power had not yet been developed 
to 
tho fullest extent and that, when Eng- 
land's full weight was in the field, tho 
pressure on tho French and Russians 
would 
bo somewhat 
lessened. That

Tho 
United States is today tho general ro- 
scrvo of tho entente. With that reservo 
intact, wo may look the fourth year In 
tho face with entire confidence. 
"Germany has made the 
same"* mis- 
take with "regard to the United States, 
as threo years ago sho made with re- 
gard to England. She argued, 'wo do 
not believe England will come in but. 
if she does como in, she Is not a mili- 
tary nation and cannot become a mili- 
tary power soon enough to play any 
part In this war.' Wo proved that the- 
orv wrong as you will prove her theo- 
ries regarding the United States wrong. 
"What was It that lead Germany Into 
war with the United States? She found 
sho could not win on land. It was nec- 
essary to try U-boat warfare. 
'This,' 
said the German theorists, 'will defeat 
Fneland and bring the reign of tho en- 
tente to an end. We do not believe tho 
United States will come in but, If she 
does she is an umnllllary nation, has 
no army, cannot create one for many 
months, perhaps years, certainly can- 
not become a 
military factor soon 
enough to play any part in this war.' 
"That reasoning sounds unbelievable 
to us but a drowning man clutches at 
a straw. We believe tho German the- 
orists will eb proved as wrong in their 
estimates of the United States as they 
wore In their estimates of England. 
"You asked mo what is the outlook 


of the- fourth year of the war. First, 
let jno give you In epitome tho history 
of the first three years as I understand 


•"The first year, broadly 
speaking, 
was an attempt by Germany to put Into 
effect elaborate plans which her mili- 
tary strategies had been preparing over 
the space of many long years. The first 
phase was a concentrated 
attack 
on 
Franco and Belgium during certain al- 
lotted period of time, In which tho Ger- 
mans estimated It would be Impossible 
for Russia to disturb them in tho east 
"The attack on Franco was chocked. 


tlona, supplies and uoldlers to the ns- 
slstanco of tho Turks. 
"By tho winter of 1915 Germany had 
gone a lon'g way toward realization of 
hor own'ambition and this point ropro- 
sonts to my intnd tho grand climacteric 
of Germany's offensive power. All this 
time Groat Britain has been building 
up armies, nnd with tho beginning ot 
1916, 
we, for tho first-time, had a real 
army in tho field. 
"With tho spring of-1016, Germany 
had como to realize that the conquest 
of Russia, was Impossible, Russia was 
too massive to kill or crush. So tho 
Gorman staff again turned on Kranco 
and the Verdun attack was the result. 
"With tho defeat of Germany at Ver- 
dun came a turning of the tide of which 
further 
manifestation 
wag seen in a 
successful British offensive, . Previous 
British military efforts had been, com- 
paratively speaking, minor operations 
or operations undertaken in support of 
tho French. 
At the Somme- wo started 
our new work and really great. Im- 
portant work it was, although a great 
deal of the contemporary effect of tho 
Verdun defeat and of the Somme vic- 
tory wes neutralized by Germany's push 
into Rumania, The 
Rumanian push, 
however, viewed in true historical per- 
spective, was merely a Hash in tho pan. 
Tho German 
military 
power already 
was on tho decline and her offensive 
strength Was nothing like what it had 
been the year before. 
"The end of 101G found tho situation 
between the two great groups of con- 
testants about equally 
balanced, but 
with the scales leaning slightly in fa- 
vor of the entente. 


"Tho 
year 1917 has presented a still 
rosier picture. During the wholo third 
year of the war Germany and her allies 
have attempted nothing on land. They 
everywhere have been on tho defensive. 
The Turks lost Bagdad nnd the Sinai 
peninsula. On Germany's eastern fron- 
tier, although the Russian revolution

gun, namely an effore to upbuild 'Mlttel- 
Europa' as a great block composed of 
four so-called central powers, which 
would command tho road to the east. 
The 
autumn campaign of 
1915 con- 
sisted, In essence, of the furtherance of 
this 
scheme 
by 
conquering Serbia, 
bringing in Bulgaria nnd halting our 
Dardanelles effort 
by 
rushing mum- 


tho 
Italians got .Into 


In tho west the Brit- 
ish and French struck repeatedly and 
the Germans have been powerless to 
answer back. 
"This is the pitiful state to which wo 
havo reduced the great power 
whose 
whole military 
up 
in 
the 
offensive.' Germany's military hope- 
lessness, 
owing 
to 
tho 
long 
strain 
on 
her 
man-power, 
mate- 
rial and resources, is such that today 
she barely is able to hang on and hor 
only hope is that she may find some, 
way of similarly wearing us down and 
forcing U3 out of the war before we 
get up momentum to drive her bock. 
"At present Germany Is banking on 
the U-boat. She hopes against 
hope 
that the U-boat will reduce the people 
of the entente powers to the-^amo stnto 
of want, privation and suffering which 
she has been enduring for months and 
years past. Sho hopes to make the en- 
tente peoples cry enough 
and 
start 
peace parleys while she still has got 
tho big pawns with which to bargain 
at a peace conference."

WASHINGTON, July 30.—For tho firpt 


timo In tho history of 
tho 
United 


States a concerted effort on ^ovcrnmt-n- 
tal initiative is now boing- made to 
provide adequate and scientific finan- 
cial protection for the officers and en- 
listed men of the army and navy and 
for their dependents. 
Instead of proceeding along the old 


courso of fighting a war first, and cur- 
ing afterwards for injured soldiers *uid 
sailors and the families of those kUled, 
tho government is now at the vury 
outset of America's entry into tho war | 
laying- plans for Insuring: nnd, indemni- 
fying its fighting men. 
As a result of more than a month's 
constant and intensive study a p\ar\ 
will soon be presented to congress for 
consideration which, if adopted, will 
to thq men who ero to the front 
tho comforting assurance that they will 
bo cared for should they bo wounded, 
and that their dependents will receive 
adequate protection should 
they be 
killed or disabled. 
Tho plan is Intended to tako the place 
of the pension system .so far as con- 
corns men and women engaged In tho 
present war. H is based upon the 
fundamental idea that tho government 
should, as a matter of Justice, protect 
Its soldiers nnd sailors, and their de- 
pendent families, and should do this 
with duo regard for conditions as they 
exist today. 
Workmen's compensation laws, pen- 
sion laws in tho United States 
and 
foreign countries, insurance practice, 
and other related questions have been 
Investigated during the preparation of 
the plans, and as a result information 
will bo presented lo congress which it 
Is hoped will lead to the enactment of 
legislation both Just and humane. 
The necessity for such leh'iytntion la 
admitted more pressing in tfcls war 
than In tiny other to which tho United 
States was a party, because at thn 
outset teh government has adopted tho 
selective draft system. 
Men nre now 
being picked for service at the-front by 
the government. It is generally ad- 
mitted that under such conditions the 
government has a solemn duty to per- 
form to those selected. 
In the preparation of the plans short- 
ly to be submit led to congress there 
has been cordial co-operation between 
several government departments ami 
agencies, and organizations. 
Seldom 
has there been a^niove thorough study 
of a question in an effort to solve a 
vexing problom. 
Inasmuch as tho bureau of war risk 
Insuranco of the treasury department 
Is already insuring masters, officers and 
seamen of American merchantmen and 
also hulls and cargoes. President Wil- 
son afked Secretary McAdoo several 
weeks ago to investigate the Question, 
and the council of national defen-so 
Jil.so took up the problem through the 
committee on labor 
o£ its advisory 
commission, headed by Samuel Gompere, 
president of tho American Federation 
oC l,abor.

The experience and knowledge of tho 
Insurance men of the country was early 
sought by Secretary McAdoo, and out 
of more than one hundred representa- 
tives of different compaoleB who at- 
tended a conference called by the sec- 
retary on July 2 In Washington grew 
a committee of 12 insurance men, who 
studied the problem and submitted a 
comprehensive report to the secretary. 
Inasmuch an a. portion of America's 
army is already in France, a part of its 
Reet is in European waters, and many 
more soldiers and sailors and marines 
ore in training, Secretary McAdoo has 
striven to push the preparation ot 
plans with all possible speed In the 
hope that congress may pass the nec- 
essary legislation during the present 
Bession. 
The plans under consideration 
ara 
based upon the now generally accepted 
idea that payments on account- of sol- 
diers and sailors killed or Injured In 
service 
should 
depend in a measure 
upon the number of people dependent 
upon him. 
It Is plainly evident that 
this course should bo followed. 
In general It is intended that pro- 
vision be made for tho support of do- 
pendents of soldiers and sailors by giv- 
ing them an allotment out of the pay 
of the men and also an allowance from 
the government; that officers and men 
be indemnified against death or total or 
partial disability; that a system of re- 
habilitation and re-education of dis- 
abled men be inaugurated; and that tbe 
government insure the lives of soldiers 
and sailors. 
The new system would be adminis- 
tered by the bureau of war risk insur- 
ance of the treasury department, which 
Is already writing war risk insurance 
on masters, olllceis and trews of Amer- 
ican merchant vessels and on American 
hulls and cargoes. 
Dependents of soldiers and sailors In 
service would be provided for through 
allotments from their pay, supplement- 
ed by family allowances by the gov- 
ernment. The amount of the govern- 
ment allowance would depend upon the 
size of the family, and, as to others 
than the wife and children, upon the 
actual dependency upon the men. Tho 
family allowance would be made only 
If the soldier or sailor makes an allot- 
ment for his dependents out of his pay. 
The risk ot death or disability would 
be compensated for somewhat on the 
analogy of 
workmen's compensation 
acts, with the compensation measured 
by the men's services, the size of the 
families, and the loss to the family. 
Partial disabilities would be compen- 
sated for upon a percentage of the com- 
pensation for total disability. Tho cost 
of this compensation naturally must te 
paid wholly k/y ths government. 
In addition to direct compensation tc 
take the place of pensions, tho plan In 
contemplation -would go further 
and 
establish an insurance system by the 
government 
under which our soldiers 
and sailors could obtain Insurance at

Even ndmlttin;,- than that congress 
will soon pass legislation subjecting

What shall we do with them? My own . 
opinion is that even If wo cannot sub- 
ject them to military service, wo can 
and should, at an early date, conscript 
t.henj for such non-military service as 
will best promote the general welfare 
of the nation.

much to the detriment of others. Man

The 
moro one will lovo hl3 fellow citizons 
the moro will ho bo ready to make sac- 
rifices for them.
